Last night, soon after 10 
o'clock. R.V.C. had a surprise 
air-raid, with Principal and 
Mrs. James and Dr. Roscoe in- 
specting the basement shelter— 
and a newspaper photographer 
i no, not from the Daily) taking 
pictures. 

Very few of the girls knew 
anything about the raid before 
the alarm was set off. They 
had been puzzled by the lack 
of sofa cushions and couch 
mattresses in the sitting room, 
and the absence of the custom- 
ary milk and biscuits in the 
kitchenettes — but very few 
guessed what was going to 
happen. 

The "wardens" and also the 
"food committee" had been busy 
all evening seeing that the 
blackout was perfect, and pre- 
paring two canteens and a 
medical station. 

When the alarm rang, girls 
quickly left their typewriters, 
their English 4 notes, their 
physics reports — and in a few- 
unfortunate cases, their baths or 
beds. They took eiderdowns and 
cushions down to the shelter- 
also cards, magazines and even 
one radio.

POST WAR PRICE 
LEVE L_DISCUSSED 

Jackson Speaks on Probable 
Economic Situation in 
Canada After War 



More than a hundred people heard 
Mr. Gilbert Jackson speak on post 
war economics in Canada. Review- 
ing his lecture on prospects of 
European markets for Canadian 
primary producers, Mr, Jackson 
suggested that regardless of how 
badly farm products were needed 
in Britain and on the Continent in 
the Post War period the prospec- 
tive purchasing power would be so 
low that a very poor market for 
our primary products may be ex- 
pected. 

The main topic of last night's lec- 
ture was "What is likely to be our 
price-level after the war?" Some 
English and Canadian economists 
thought we could use Dr. Shacht's 
methods and keep costs constant. 
Mr. Jackson pointed out that dur- 
ing and after the last war prices 
rose 150 p.c. to 200 p.c. In this war 
prices ha"ve not risen much yet, but 
the rise has been persistent. 

The real question is what will the 
level of prices be in the coming 
post war years once conditions are 
stabilized. Quoting calculations

knowledge from the demonstrators and the 
dissatisfaction of instructors with the re- 
sults, later, will be no less than that of the 
students themselves, and both are power- 
less to better conditions. 

Actually many of the students will use 
the knowledge derived in these Labora- 
tories in their life work, but a far greater j 
number will cany with them more of the 
technique than the actual knowledge and 
three or four years of this work tends to 
fix It quite firmly in the mind. It seems 
rather a pity that any trend for painstak- 
ing experimentation should be thwarted at 
its very inception by a lark of time. 

Perhaps this may be condemned for the 
simple fact that it is destructive rather 
than constructive criticism, but it may at 
least serve the purpose of calling attention 
to the fact that this docs constitute a very 
real problem in the consciousness of many 
students. 



MUSIC NOTES 



The Inspiring Mr. Defauw 

On Tuesday last, at Plateau Hall, this re- 
viewer h card thc eminent conductor. De*ire 
Defauw, for the first time. It was a revelation 
of how truly inspiring great conducting can be. 
Inspiring is a term rather tritely used, but Mr. 
Defauw demonstrated how a conductor can 
infuse into an orchestra the true spirit of the 
music which they are playing. He presented 
a program largely nationalistic in character: 
the New World symphony of Dvorak, the 
Swan of Tuonela of Sibelius, Stenka Razin of 
Glaiounoff. and the D minor piano concerto 
of Mozart with Germaine Malcpart as soloist. 

The Dvorak symphony was given a great 
performance, so much so that the balance of 
the program «eemed anticlimactic. This sym- 
phony was written in the United States during 
the composer's three year stay as director of 
a musical academy in New York. Although 
some of the thematic material is derived from 
Negro melodies, the work is almost entirely 
Czech in character; in the orchestral treatment, 
the dancing rhythms, the abandon and fiery 
emotionalism. Under Mr. Defauw the orches- 
tra responded nobly to this essential coloring. 
The work was given such a thorough treat- 
ment that subtler measures in the score ap- 
peared obvious, such as the lovely duels in 
the largo movement between two violins and 
cello and violin. The orchestra reached new 
height* in this performance playing with son- 
orous fidelity. k 

The Mozart piano concerto followed the in- 
termission and the soloist was Mlle. Germaine 
Malepart. This is a familiar Mozart concerto 
which demands not so much pianistic virtuo- 
sity, as warmth and restraint of playing. While

the high school period, and in the instances 
where she was qualified, be given the addi- 
tional right to compete with men in the 
various professions, sciences, and in 
business.

Bac.eri- 
ology and others are well represented and 
last June, the Dept. of Biochcmistrv an- 
nounced that a woman had received the 
highest standing in the third year of the 
Honours course. 

McGill is proud of its women graduates 
and proud of the fact that the Royal Vic- 
toria College has succeeded so splendidly 
in its capacity as a companion to the orig- 
inal McGill. Keep up the good work girls. 



•pirit; she played with a rather mechanical 
precision and was guilty of several minor 
technical inaccuracies. The orchestral accom- 
paniment was subdued and precise without 
losing a certain sparkle and gaiety which be- 
long to Mozart. 

The familiar Swan of Tuonela was beauti- 
fully played by the orchestra. The English 
horn solo was particularly rich and true, The 
program concluded with the unfamiliar Stenka 
Razin of Glazounoff. This is a symphonic 
poem which derives from a legend concerning 
the life of a Cossack bandit of the 17th cen- 
tury, Stenka Razin by name. It was surpris- 
ing to find as one of the main themes the fa- 
miliar Volga Boat Song, but this theme with 
two others have been welded into a rich or- 
chestral unit by the composer.

It 
provided a good opportunity for the orchestra 
to distinguish itself, as indeed it did.

On Laboratory Periods 

One of the most difficult problems fac- 
ing students, particularly those in the more 
or less advanced courses, would seem to be 
the completion of work prescribed for a 
given Laboratory period in the time allotted. 
There seeraE to be no solution to the prob- 
lem and admittedly it is not simple; but 
we would like to point out that this is a 
•distinct handicap to the average person, 
who, wishing to be as thorough and pain- 
staking as possible about the procedure, is 
faced with the alternative of being more or 
leas careless as to the results obtained or 
leaving part of the work untouched alto- 
gether. Perhaps it will be pointed out that 
those who cannot keep up the pace, should 
not be here, and that accusation may be 
justified, though the fact remains that the 
University has otherwise considered them 
fit for admission. 

It seems however that the feeling of 
haste and uncertainty, due to the shortness 
of the period, which so seldom permits re- 
petition of experiments which have failed 
even through no fault of the experimenter, 
should not be factors in the attitude to- 
wards Laboratory periods. Very often the

This is the seventh and final week for the 
lowbrow* to hold the stage, but before the 
curtain goes down on the last act a few things 
must be mentioned. There are a few words 
of warning that should, like an epilogue, be 
brought to the attention of any unwary read- 
ers there may be in the audience. 

Probably the most important of these is the 
warning to beware of frauds. Art, perhaps 
more than any other field of human endea- 
vor, offers the greatest opportunity to the 
usurper to steal from their rightful owners 
1he flowers of creation and the rewards of lab- 
our. The field of creative writing has become 
organized to spread fame and fortune equally 
among both the deserving and the undeserv- 
ing. And people have become surprising gul- 
lible. Nothing is simpler, now-a-days, than to 
pass for Impressionism the jumbled effusions 
of on untutored mind, or for cleverness the 
tang of nuances in composition and form. The 
"best-seller" system is an institution designed 
to foster this pseudo-art; to make money from 
the prolixity of hollow minds, and we, the 
buytri and readers, are too lazy to complain. 

So please take warning. If you are search- 
ing for good modern literature keep clear of 
whatever the près» agents of Broadway and 
Hollywood are blatantly trying to Immortal- 
ize. It a piece of work il good it will, of It* 
own quality, become a part of our cultural 
heritage. It will not need three years of choos- 
ing the characters for the film version to bring 
it to our attention. Trust, preferably, the mel- 
lowing influence of time to guide your deci- 
sion but if that is impossible, rest your faith 
in the absence of high-pressure publicity, for 
nothing that necessitates nation-wide boasting 
i* worth more than the pleasure of the pass- 
ing moment. 

Thii luggeiU the second warning: (elect 
e*M«ully fee authors you wish to read, There 



is a trend among a rcrtain group of novelists 
to express only the abnormal, This is com- 
mendable enough; for too long have the suf- 
ferers among humans been entirely overlooked 
or else sentimentalized tn a nauseating degree. 
But if one confines one's reading to just such 
books that drag out tho ghost* in ghastly par- 
ade, one will soon mistake the abnormal for 
the normal, and one's breadth of vision, which 
it is the aim of the modern novel to expand, 
will seriously contract. 

The idea is to examine and compare the 
philosophies of the Idealists, or the realities 
of the Realists, and to draw from each, like 
the eclectic, until a satisfactory emergent is 
developed. Contrast the work of Hemingway 
and Willa Cather, or Virginia Woolf and Dos 
Passos. The ideas represented In the writings 
of these people are largely incompatible, but 
it is conceivable that, were their creations to 
be balanced one with the other, n .satisfying 
view of life would evolve therefrom. Again, 
an overdose of the philosophy of D. H. Law- 
rence might well lead to a warped conception 
of things, but tempered with the words of 
some more conventionally minded person, that 
same philosophy might provide a very neces- 
sary intellectual stimulation. 

The third and final warning is something 
of a plea, a plea to judge the novels of today 
without the bias of tradition. It is quite prob- 
able that some work of lasting merit is being 
produced in spite of the chaos of our times. 
But is is equally probable that a great deal 
of the best will never rise above the chaos 
because of our unwillingness to admit the nor- 
mality of the present. We arc afraid, for the 
most part, to have our traditions challenged; 
we are afraid to question outwardly the con- 
ventions of our forefathers even when science 
is changing the whole face of our lives. 

Many novelists have challenged and ques- 
tioned the old values either in a genuine spirit 
of reform or according to a less permanent 
spirit developing from the times. But what- 
ever the cause of their break with tradition, 
it seems only fair that they be judged impar- 
tially and for what they are worth. As a test 
for this worth of a book the immediate plea- 
sure derived is of no value, for in many cases, 
as has been mentioned before, our sensibili- 
ties, indeed our whole outlook, will be shock- 
ed, and pleasure will bo thought to be want- 
ing. But in the light of time and the under- 
standing springing therefrom, a completely 
new and unexpected pleasure can be found. 
If a book is good (and you are being urged to 
read only good books) its worth will not nec- 
essarily be immediately perceived, but it will 
lie latent in your mind, ready to receive ex- 
pression in the voice of maturity of judgment.

"It is for the heart to suggest the 
problems and the intellect to solve 
them. It is the realization that 
there is need for reform that gives 
rise to problems." 

Dr. Thomas continued by stat- 
ing that economics is concerned 
with studying that aspect of life 
which arises out of the fact that 
the ends that people have, require 
for their attainment means which 
are scarce. In dealing with means 
and ends he considered public ends 
and private ends. "Private ends are 
things you and 1 are concerned 
about achieving and each person 
has a scale of preferences. For the 
achievements of public ends the 
resources are scarce. Lindsay 
points out. he continued, that it is 
not tenable to accept ends and 
means as separate. If the means 
get reflected from the ends then 
the economist is neutral. 

In conclusion "Economics inter- 
est in ethics is to be clear to state 
explicitly any value premis. 

A discussion on the topic in ques- 
tion followed.

CRAM PARLOR USE PERMIS- 
SIBLE ONLY IN RAREST CASES 



Harvard. — Only in exceptional 
cases will the College grant per- 
mission to students to patronize 
commercial tutoring schools, ac- 
cording to Dean A. Chester Han- 
ford. In h:.s annual report, Dean 
Hanford reviewed the campaign 
against the tutoring schools and re- 
iterated the administration's deter- 
mination to suppress them. 

The regulation adopted last May 
banning student use of cram parlors 
"should leave no uncertainty in the 
minds of students, parents, school 
masters, or the professional tutors 
themselves regarding the attitude of 
Harvard College toward the com- 
mercial tutoring schools," Dean 
Hanford said. 

"So far as I am concerned, the 
case would have to be a very un- 
usual one to warrant the granting 
of official permission to a student 
to make use of the resources of a 
commercial tutoring organization, 
whether it calls itself a school, a 
bureau, or an educational adviser 
or consultant." 

Bureau of Supervisors Praised 

Commenting upon the steps taken 
by the College to provide students 
with legitimate hefc) in their work. 
Dean Hanford's report praised the 
Bureau of Supervisors, which last 
year assisted 63.2% of the men 
coming before it to improve their 
marks. 

The supervisors and their direc- 
tor, Stanley Salmen, "have striven 
earnestly to improve the services 
which they provide for those under- 
graduates who have a legitimate 
need for help," Dean Hanford said. 
"It has been their aim to offer ad- 
vice and help of a constructive and 
permanent nature rather than to 
provide a crutch or 'litter' to sup- 
port the student temporarily." 

Also receiving special mention in 
the report were the Remedial Read- 
ing Program, the Committee on the 
Use of English, and the provisions 
made by the Mathematics A staff 
to provide special consultations.
